Keith Kosky, said yesterday. 


There was increasing in- 
dignation among western 
suberbs people that the 
west, once again, had been 
overlooked when consider- 
ation was given to the es- 
tablishment of 
Melbourne’s fourth univer- 
sity, he said. 

An important part of the 
education campaign in the 
western suburbs would be 
to fight for a university 
and a teachers’ college in 
the west. 

Mr. Kosky said com- 
paratively recent sugges- 
tions for sites for a 
western suberbs university 
had been Melton and 
Werribee. However, there 
were increasingly strong 
views that the fourth uni- 
versity for Melbourne 
should be in Sunshine. 

He said proposals for a 
university in Sunshine had 
-, been made when consider- 
ation was being given for 
the establishment ‘of _ the|i 
third Melbourne .univer- 
sity, which, finally, was La 
Trobe — again, not in the 
west. 

‘At that time, Sunshine 
Put up a strong case for 
the university and it was 
now proposed that the sub- 
. Missions then made should 
be reexamined and 
brought up-to-date. 

Mr. Kosky said:

vantages include location 
and availability of sites. 

“Sunshine is ideally lo- 
cated to all western su- 
burbs. Being astride the 
Western Highway, it is 
within easy reach of town 
west of Melbourne, and, in 
addition, is within easy 
teach of people in a wide 
arc from Macedon to Gee- 
long. 

“A modern university 
needs about 500 acres to 
allow for expansion, 

“Such.a site is available 
in South Sunshine, where 
there is a natural lake that 
can be enlarged and made 
into a beautiful setting for 
a modern university. 

“With imagination and 
boldness, the Sunshine 
University would compare 
in design and beauty with 
any in the world.” 

The patron of Seminar 
°72, Cr. Bon. Thomas, MLC 
said yesterday a university 
in ‘the western suburbs 
would give the west the 
vital stimulus it needed. 

The whole attitude of 
the community to the west 
would change with the es- 
tablishment of the’ fourth 
university, not in the east, 
where there were already 
three universities, but in 
the. west, where there 
were, $0 far, none at all, 
e said. 





Push for iniversity 





Mr. Col Thorpe, chair- 
man of the seminar action 
group for education, said 
yesterday therewere 
major — and serious — 
education problems in the 
western suberbs. 

A big-problem was caus- 
ed by the neglect of the 
Commonwealth Govern- 
ment in not providing pro- 
per facilities for migrant 
children from countries 
where English was not the 
national language. 

Mr. Thorpe said it was 
asking too much to expect 
such children to properly 
learn in Australian schools 
until they had been taught 
to understand the lan- 
guage‘in which they were 
being taught. 

The responsibility for 
providing the best tuition 
in English was that of the 
Commonwealth _ Govern- 
ment, which had induced 
migrants to come to Aus- 
tralia_in the first place. 

He said the incomplete 
knowledge of English by 
Some migrant children 
presented the most serious 
problems for teachers, 
apart:from difficulties for 
the children themselves. 

There was an urgent 
need for special teaching 
aids for migrant children, 
such as language labora- 
tories. 

Mr. Thorpe said that far 
too many teachers in the 
western suburbs were un- 
happy about conditions in 
the west, resulting either 
in ‘resignations or appli- 
cations for transfers. * 








The answer was to pres- 
sure the Commonwealth 
Government for more 
money ‘and also to make 
sure the western suberbs 
of Melbourne obtained a 
full and just’ share of 
money that was being al- 
located for education. 

He said an urgent neces- 
sity in the west was a 
Teachers’ College. 

Land had been set aside 
for the college in North 
Sunshine, near St. Albans, 
but so far all that existed 
was barren land,

It is a waste of 
valuable organic 
material to burn 
cutumn leaves. In- 
stead, make a 
compost heap with 
them., ~ 


Mr. Rod Cantril], horti- 
cultural adviser to the De- 
partment of* Agriculture, 
said ,that -now wag... the 
ideal time to Start a com- 
post heap, so that the 
humus could be used for 
summer crops when beds 
were being prepared dur- 
ing October. 

Mr. Cantrill said that 
compost heaps’ should be 
built above ground to pro- 
|vide air and drainage. The 
material going on.the heap 
should, be moist,’ but the 
material shouldn't be 
packed into a sodden mass 
as it would turn sour and 
not rot, : 

- The traditional way to 
construct a,compost heap 
is to place six inchés of 
garden waste under a 
layer of soil or animal 
manure, a sprinkling of 
lime, and then cover this 
with another six inches of 
waste. : 

In the home garden 
there is not always enough 
material. So, in this case, a 
few -shovelfuls of soil or 
manure should be thrown 
onto the heap as it is built 


up... * 

The heap should then be 
left to rot for several 
weeks, and then turned 
over. The compost is then 
left a month or two until it 
is broken down into dark, 
small particle humus. 

If the compost is left too
